"Oaa  draadnought  battleahip  of  the 
Xalaar  olaas  was  hlown  up  In  an  at- 
tack by  Brltlata  destroyers,  and  another 
dreadnought  battleahip  of  tha  Kalaer  is 
ballayed  to  have  baan  sunk  by  gunAra. 
or  thrsa  Qerman  battla-cralsers.  two  of 
which  It  Is  baiiavad  wafa  the  DarffUn* 
gar  And  the  l4(tsow,  one  was  blown  upv 
another  was  heavily  engaged  by  our 
battle  fleet  and  was  seen  to  be  disabled 
and  Hating,  and  the  third  was  observed 
to  ba  seriously  damaged. 

"One  German  light  cruiser  and  six 
aerman  destroyers  ware  sunk,  and  at 
laaat  two  mora  Oenaan  light  cruisers 
were  seen  to  ba  disabled.  Vitrther  ra- 
peated  hita  were  observed  on  three  other 
German  battleships  that  were  engaged.

Oraat  Brttaln'a  admitted  loab  In  ton- 
flags  waa  1^4,810  for  six  battle  cruisers 
and  crulaera.  That  of  Oermany.  ex- 
cluding the  tonnage  of  tha  Wiesbaden, 
of  which  veaaal  therie  Is  no  record, 
was  16.173.  The  tonnage  of  the  capital 
ships  sunk  by  ths  Japanese  in  their 
flght  with  tha  Russlana  In  the  battle  of 
Tsuslllma  in  May.  lf«6,  aggregated  tt.- 
000.  Twenty-pne  Rusalan  craft  were 
destroyed  InT  this  flght.  including  six 
battleshlpe  and  four  cruisers.  The  r*- 
mainder  of  the  sunken  craft  comprised 
coast  defence  and  special  service  ves- 
sels, and  torpedo  minea. 
.  That  the  oaaualtlea  In  the  flghting  off 
Jutland  were,  heavy  la  Indicated  by  the 
fact  that  of  the  erew  of  some  000  on 
board  the  Indefatigable  only  two  men 
are  known  to  have  been  saved.  Fuii 
details  of  the  flght.  in  which  seppellns 
are  declared  to  have  taken  pmH.  are  be- 
ing gathered  by  the  British  Admiralty, 
and  pending  their  reeelpt  the  cenaor  la 
withholding  permission  to  send  out 
stories  from  I^ndon. 


THE  HAGUE,  via  London,  Jua^  2.— 
A  Dutch  trawler  baa  arrived  at  the  Hook 
of  Holland  with  6ne  dead  and  seven  live 
Germans  who  were  saved  from  the  naval 
battla.  Another,  trawler  haa  taken  into 
Tmuiden  •  three  '  German  oAleera  and 
twelve  sailors  and  ona  Brltlah  sailor 
who  waa  wounded.

Sinks  in  Action  With  the  German  Fleet 


«s 
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Action  Will  Have  No  Effect  on 
Fwnal  Issue  of  War — British 
Fleet  Still  Maintains  Com- 
mand of  Sea. 


LONDON,  Juna  3. — Blx  seppellns  par- 
ticipated In  the  naval  engagement  oft 
the  coast  of  Jutland  Wednesday,  ac- 
cording to  a  dispatch  from  Copenhagen 
to  The  Dally  Mall.  One  of  the  dirigi- 
bles, the  IfH,  waa  hit  several  times  and 
badly  damaged,  the  report  says,,  but 
sha  was  able  to  reach  the  tichleswig 
coast.  Several  of  her  men  were 
wounded,  and  all  of  bar  ifuppUaa  had  to 
be  thrown  overboard. 

A  dispatch  from  the  aame  source  de- 
elarea  It  Is  gaoerally  atatad  in  Berlin 
that  the  activity  of  the  German  fleet  was 
due  to  the  energetlo  demanda  of  Km- 
peror  William  to  hla  brother.  Admiral 
Prlnca  Henry  of  Pruesia,  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  navy,  and  Admiral  von 
CapeUe.  MlnlaUr  of  tha  Navy,  on  tha 
Emperor's  visit  last  week  to  Wllhelms- 
bavea.  • 

The  Daily  Expreas  says: 

"Undoubtedly  sepj>eHna  aided  tha  Ger- 
man main  fleef  to  return  to  port,  Tbaaa 
monsters  of  the  air  have'  ahown  them- 
selves of  sntall  military  value  In  ralda 
over  tba  British  counties.  Their  real 
function,  however,  is  to  pisy  the  part 
of  the  ayaa  of  tha  fleet,  and  the  with- 
drawal of  the  German  ahipa  before  the 
British  glanta  bad  delivered  effectiva 
blows  sugfests  that  they  were  far-seeing 
eyea. 

"If  our  losses  -ifw  thraa  times  aa 
gradt  and  tha  enemy  bad  not  ibat  a  ship, 
nMrltlma  auperlorlty  would  atlU  be  ours. 
Tbo  whelo  thlag  !•  bn  unfortunate  Incl- 
dont,  and  nothing  mors.  Wf^deptora 
tbo  daach  af  M^iaany  ^^laiat  aallora. 
but  we  must  accept  the  episode  aa  tha 
fortune  of  war.  And  we  may  well  be 
thankful  that  it  can  have  no  aort  of  af- 
ffot  upon  tha  flna\  Issue. 

"The  British  fleet  will  continue  to  bold 
tba  seaa  and  we  shall  retain  the  power 
to  persist  In  ths  blockade  of  the  enamy'a 
ports.  Wo  have  the  power,  Indeed,  con- 
aldarably  to  tighten  that  blockade,  and 
the  best  reply  to  any  German  boasting 
oonoernlng  Wedneaday  night's  battla 
will  be  to  give  an  additional  twist  to 
the  navy'a  stranglehold  on  Oermany'a 
overssas  oomraeresi"

The  Oosdsn  trial,  on  tha  outcome  of 
which  hangs  the  liberty  of  one  man  and 
tha  political  futuro  of  another,  passed 
through  Its  second  day  In  ths  ssslse 
court  before  Mr.  Justice  Murphy  and 
Jury  yesterday.

C.  Moresby  concluded  the  case  for  the 
prosecution,  after  Mr.  Macdonald's 
cross-examination  was  completed  snd 
Mrs.  Macdonald  and  John  Oliver  called. 

At  exactly  IS  o'clock,  Mr.  H.  W.  R. 
Moore  opened  the  case  for  the  defence, 
-He  told  the  Jury  they  wouia  have  to  de- 
cide not  whether  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mac- 
donald had  met  on  the  afternoon  of 
April  81,  and  gone  for  their  walk  lb 
Beacea  BUI  Park,  had  their  dinner  and 
g«MM  t»  Ihalr  room  at  t|)»  Boiprasa  Hotel, 
but  whether  the  meetings  with  Oosden 
at  •  and  »  o*olo«k  had  not  bean  workod 
In  during  the  evening. 

"There  Is  no  pbUtlcs  In  tbo  dAfance," 
said  Mr.  Moora.

LONDON.  June  8,h-The  following  of- 
flolal statement  wae  Issued  laat  night 
froM   British  hsadquarters: 

'Vharp  flghting  ooeurred  today  (Prl- 
day)  In  the  Tpree  salient  on  a  front 
approximately  8.000  yarda  between 
Hooge  and  the  Tpres  railway.  Pollow- 
Ing  the  artillery  activity  In  this  neigh- 
borhood  reported  In  yesterday's  eom- 
municatlon,  the  Germans  bsgan  an  In- 
tense and  sustained  bombardsMat  at 
9:18  a.m..  which  extended  not  only  over 
the  fronta  mentlonsd.  but  on  tbo  area 
bablnd.  Tbla  waa  followed  about  mid- 
day by  eaemy  Infantry  attacks,  wbleb 
socesadsd  In  ponetrating  our  flrat 
trencheo  at  sovsral  potaU.  bat  which  we 
repulsed  elsewhere.  At  0:80  p.m.  tba 
enemy's  artillery  flra  was  laaa  InUnssw 
bat  tbo  flgbting  coatlaaad  ta  tbla  lo- 
eallty.

Captain  Says  British  Ships 
Did  Not  Seem  to  Be  as 
Heavy  as  Germans— Latter 
Reinforced. 


TMUIDEN,  Holtand,  Juna  S.— A 
graphle  description  of  ths  great  naval 
battle  off  the  ooaat  of  Jutland  waa  given 
today  by  Captain  Thomaa  Punt,  of  tha 
Brltlah  trawler  John  Brown,  whioh  waa 
engaged .  In .  taking  soundings  In  tha  vi- 
cinity of  the  flght.     CaptalQ  Punt  aald: 

'Tbo  battla  ttegan  at  44»  p.m.  Wed- 
nesday and  laated  until  11  o'clock  at 
night  It  oxtandad  over  an  aro  rsaoblag 
from  Long.  M.8.  Lat  0.8S  to  Longitude 
68.M,  and  Latitude  6.50  (these  maasure- 
menta  plboe  the  oeone  of  tho  battle  about 
to  mllos  dus  wsft  of  ths  Horn,  running 
northward  to  tbo  Little  Flahar  Bank). 

"At'S  oiMi^k  on  Wadnsatey  aftsmaon 
I  sa^  a  grsat  flsat  of  10  ships  of  dif- 
ferent kinds,  apparently  Oarman,  asula 
Ing  from  ths  sottthaaat  and  tba  nortb- 
eagt.  Two  hours  later  another  great 
fleet,  apparently  British,  appoarod  sud- 
dsnly  from  the  aaat,  and  obvloualy  at- 
iemptod  to  out  off  the  retreat  of  tbo 
Oerniaaa.  The  weather  was  misty,  mak- 
ing It  diflleullr  to  distinguish  tho  out- 
lines of  the  ships. 

"At  4:11  a.  m.  the  flrat  gunshot  cams 
from  two  milss  away.  Flftsan  minatos 
later  there  were  more  ahots,  and  In  a 
few  mlnutee  there  was  constant  heavy 
flrlng.  Many  aaillng  ahlpa  paaaed 
through  the  Itring  lino. 

"Tba  BrtUab  ahlpa  did  not  seam  to  bo 
of  aa  heavy  tonnage  aa  the  Germane. 
They  wars  reinforced  by  larger  veaaels, 
which  I  obssrved  to  coms  up  ss  It  waa 
getting  darker.  Tbe  Oenaan  fleet  than 
began  tp  retire,  and  as  they  were  with- 
drawing' 1  saw  two  big  columns  of

"The  British  flsat  pursued  tha  Oor- 
mana  In  longltudo  K.  60.40  and  latitude 
6.(0,  when  I  notload  two  torpedo  de> 
atroyera  and  thraa  aubmarlnaa  daahing 
forward  at  fall  speed,  apparently  her- 
alding further  relnforoementa  for  tho 
Oenaana.

PETROGRAD.  June  l,  via  London. 
June  2. — The  paat  week  haa  brought  no 
noteworthy  change  In  the  poaltton  of  the 
oppoaing  forcea  In  Aala  Minor,  but  the 
Turka,  heavily  reinforced  by  Oermana 
and  Auatrlana,  have,  by  executing  a 
aerlea  of  aharp  thruata  at  varloua  polnta 
along  the  Ruaalan  line,  aucceeded  In 
checking  the  Ruaalan  advance.  Theao 
Turkiah  attacka  have  been  directed 
against  the  main  Unea  of  the  Ruaalana 
beyond  Treblsond  and  In  the  region  of 
Balburt  Brslngen  and  Rlvaadouxa.

Tork,  en  route  to  Europe,  early  in  Octo- 
ber, 1114,  I  mat.  In  Col.  Alliaon'a  quar- 
tera,  the  French  purchaaing  commia- 
alon.  They  aaaured  me  that  on  Alliaon's 
primary  direction,  he  having  been  one 
of  the  founders  and  vice-prealdenta  and 
aecretary  of  the  National  Aaaoclatlon  of 
Automobile  Manufacturers,  he  had 
Hhown  them  how  to  proceed  to  aave 
about  IBOO  on  each  motor  lorry,  by  ob- 
taining 26  per  cent  oil  Hat  price,  inatead 
of  10  per  cent.  They  gave  hira  the 
primary  credit,  and  Allison  gave  other 
offlcers  the  additional  credit  of  aasoctat- 
Ing  In  the  reduction. 

"In  consequence,  this  waa  the  plan 
which  I  followed  In  securing  foa^  Can- 
ada the  advantage  of  buying  our  motor 
lorriea  at  Hat  price  leaa  26  per  cent,  In- 
atead of  what  the  British  Government 
pay — Hat  price  less  1*  per  cent.  In 
short,  Canada  saves  over  what  the  Brit- 
ish pay,  the  sum  of  about  |(00  on  each 
motor  lorry,  and  thia  aavlng  la  primar- 
ily due  to  Col.  Alllaon. 

"On  amall  arm  ammunition  for  the 
British  Government:  The  War  Office 
asked  me  to  aecure  them  eeventy-flve 
million  rounds  of  .SOt  L.ee-Bh)fleld  am- 
munition. Prioea  ranged  from  $40  to 
$42.60  per  thouaand.  I  finally  brought 
Flint  a  Co.  down  to  |S7.60.  This  I  be- 
lieved to  me  atill  too  high.  I  com- 
municated with  Col.  Alllaon,  and  In 
three  daya  \we  had  a  meeting  with  manu- 
faeturera  and  othera  and  the  price  waa 
fixed  at  ftl,  a  aavlng  of  $4.10  on  every 
thouaand  rounds.  The  same  offer  was 
guaranteed  for  one  billion  rounda,  but 
the  British  Oovernment  did  not  accept 
It.  On  thla  one  order  Col.  Alllaon  aaved 
the  Britiah  Government  |S27,60«,  and 
on  the  one  billion  vonnda  the  aavlng 
would  have  bean  mllllona. 

"On  woolen  goods:  He  had  arranged 
an  option.  This  was  subsequently  in- 
ereaaed  from  200  per  cent  upwarda.  On 
theae  gooda.  he  would  have  aaved  many, 
many  mllllona  of  dollara  to  the  Britiah 
Government. 

'X>n  picric  add:  He  held  an  option  at 
•1.06  per  pound  when  the  prevailing 
market  price  In  New  York  waa  from 
11.60  to  11.00.  On  aaddlery.  hamaaa, 
boota,  clothing,  w«gona,  hay.  oata. .  hia 
optiona  were.  In  many  caaea  nearly  60 
per  cent  lesa  than  waa  aubaaqoently 
paid.

The  money  la  now  available, 
and  application  blanks  which  must  be 
filled  u0  by  Intending  borrowers  are  be- 
ing aent  out  to  thoaa'-who  ha-va  alraacy 
niaue  application  for  lo«na. 

Theae  appllcatlona  already  nunuter 
about  1.000.  The  Commlaalon,  of  couise, 
waa  unable  to  act  upon  them,  aa  the  ne- 
ceeaary  detailed  Information  required 
waa  not  given.  The  forma  now  being 
laaued  will,  when  filled  In  and  returned, 
give  the  Commlaalon  every  detail  of  In- 
formation needed.  '  Once  thla  Informa- 
tion la  received,  the  valuator,  .Mr. 
8.  A.  Cawley,  former  member  for  Ctllli- 
wa(;|c  whose  appointment  to. the  position 
waa  made  early  thla  week,  will  ata.rt 
out  on  a  tour  of  the  Province  for  the 
purpcse  of  valuatlng  the  propertlea  in 
respect  of  which  loana  are  being  aougbt. 
The  questions  which  Xhe  applicanta  must 
aoawer  go  most  exhauatlvely  Into  the 
financial  and  other  condltiona  of  the  ap- 
plicant, the  title  and  value  of  the  hold- 
Inga,  nature  of  cropa  grown,  Improve- 
menta,  atock,  the  pdrpoae  for  which  the 
loan  ia  required,  encumbrances.  If  any, 
etc.

.For  the  conveaienea  of  Intending  bor- 
rowers, the  Coramlsalon  haa  laaued 
pamphleta  which  may  be  obtained  from 
the  head  office  of  the  Commlaalon.  lo- 
cated at  the  legislative  buildlnga.  Vic- 
toria. It  la  pointed  out  that  loans  will 
he  granted  at  an  Intereat  rate  of  six 
and  one-half  per  oant  per  annum,  or  .•? 
per  cent  over  the  coat  to  the  Province. 
The  feea  to  be  charged  for  appraising 
holdings  are  set  forth,  and  it  Is  pointed 
out  that  these  fees  must  be  paid  by  ap- 
plicanta whether  the  loana  are  gran^ 
to  them  finally  or  not.  The  pamphlet 
alao  contains  those  portlona  of  the  Ag- 
ricultural Act,  1016,  aetting  forth  the 
regulatlona  In  reapect  of  loana.  After 
setting  forth  the  object  of  the  Oovern- 
ment in  providing  for  the  appointment 
of  the  Commission  and  the  provision  for 
agricultural  loans,  the  pamphlet  atates: 

"The  Act  provided  for  the  borrowing 
of  money,  not  to  exceed  116,000,000,  for 
loans  to  farmers.  Financial  condltiona 
caused  by  the  European  war,  which 
broke  out  la  August,  1014.  made  it  Im- 
poaalble  during  tha  year  of  1016  to  bor- 
row money  at  a  aatiaCactory  rata  of  In- 
tereat, aitd,  aa  a  consequence.  It  waa 
not  until  April  2<th,  1010,  that  the  Act 
was  brought  Into  effect  x 

"In  the  early  part  of  the  present  year, 
condltiona  Improved  financially,  ao  that 
the  Government  waa  abla  to  arrange  for 
a  loan  of  •l.OOO.OOO  for  the  purpoaea  of 
the  Act,  costing  the  Province  interest  at 
6.02  per  cent  per  annum.  Thla  aum  la 
amall  compared  with  the  demand  that 
win  undoubtedly  bo  made  for  agrlcul- 
tural  loana.  but  It  haa  been  deemed  un- 
wise to  borrow  a  larger  aum  at  thla 
time,  aa  If  is  confidently  expacted  that 
in  the  near  future  It  will  ha  poaalhle  to 
eecure  additional  money  at  a  lower  rata 
of  intereat.  . 


"Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Commis- 
sion haa  only  •1,000,000  at  present  at  Ita 
disposal,  intending  borrowers  should.  In 
aubmittlng  their  appllcatlona,  apply  for 
moderaU  amounta,  aa  It  la  dealrable 
that  as  large  a  number  aa  aoaalble 
ahould  be  given  the  betiefita  of  tha 
ayatem.

Further  newa  of  tl^e  action  will  ba 
awaited  with  keen  anticipation.  Aa  far 
M  <wa  ki»w  at  praaent.  that  portion  of  ^ 
tka  British  Navy  which  waa  engaged 
against  Germany's  much  vaunted  High 
HMa  Fleet  gave  an  admirable  account 
of  Itself,  and  there  ia  little  raaaon  to 
doubt  thst  few.

He  tells  us  of  his  stay 
in  Verdun,  which  Is  so  guarded,  and  all 
its  approachea  ao  closely  swept  by  the

Participation  by  women  In  the  actlvl- 
tiaa  of  politico  may  have  a  tendency 
to  elevate  the  standard  by  which  pub- 
lic men  and  public  measures  are  Ju.tged. 
It  may  lead  to  better  legislation.  It 
may  bring  with  it  all  the  good  resulta 
anticipated  by  Its  most  ardan-  aupport- 
era,  or  It  may  fall  In  theaa  respects  to 
produce  results  of  any  kind.  We  do 
not  think  It  ean  fairly  be  said  that  the 
conferring  of  the  municipal  franchise 
upon  women  has  any  marked  effect  one 
way  or  the  other.  We  take  very  little 
stock  in  thoae  theorists  who  talk  about 
women  in  the  abatract,  as  though  she 
were  a  sort  of  chemical  formula,  which 
If  followed  would  result  in  certain  ra- 
actlona.  Take  them  by  and  large,  wo- 
men are  very  much  like  men  In  their 
attitude  tewarde  euch  public  questions 
as  engage  their  attention,  which  ta 
really  the  only  valid  reason  why  they 
sbould  have  a  vote.  Thky  possess  a 
part  of  the  intelligence  and  good  Judg- 
ment of  the  oomgiunlty,  and  without 
the  vote  thie  cannot  )>e  utilised  except 
Indirectly.  Whether  it  ia  worth  while 
making  the  changes  necessary  to  uttt- 
lae  It  ie  neither  here  nor  there  In  the 
connection  In  which  we  ara  aot  conetd- 
ertng  the  matter. 

What  we  have  in  mind  is  the  prob- 
able after  effect  of  woman  eulfrage. 
and  we  are  far  from  euggestlng  that 
we  ara  In  any  batter  poeitlon  to  ex- 
praaa  an  opinion  on  thia  point  than 
any  one  else,  but  we  also  claim  tbat 
no  one  ia  In  a  better  pooltion  to  do  do 
tliaa  we  are.  At  the  aama  time  we  do 
not  propoae  to  attempt  a  forecast  of 
the  future,  further  tlian  to  aay  tbat 
among  the  thinga  we  will  have  to  con-' 
template  la  that  when  women  vote  wa 
wilt  witneaa  the  beginning  of  far-reach- 
ing cliangaa.

Ono  of  tbo  potato  mado  by  Ibo  apeak" 
or  at  tbo  ontaet  waa  that  aa  property 
bad  boon  offered  laat  year  for  tba 
roallaaUon  of  llS.^eo  wortb  of  book 
taxoa  and  only  IS.***  bad  been  real* 
laod.  tbat  It  alsbt  ba  ozpoetod  tbat  In 
1»1«,  wltb  over  9IM.00S  In  arreara,  tba 
etty.  If  It  followed  the  policy  aussootod, 
would  find  Itoolf  wltb  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mlUloa 'dollara  wortb  of  property 
en  Ita  banda. 

Ho  then  proceeded  to  deal  wltb  tbo 
eSoet  of  1  tbo  loflelatlon  referred  to, 
flret  allndlav  to  tbo  osteaaron  of  tba 
Moratorium  Aot.  Tbla  rellovod  tho 
mortcasor  from  payment  of  taxea  and 
meant  tbat  the  mortsasao  would  bare 
to  oome  forward  wltb  the  caah  to  aavo 
the  holdlata.  Mueb  of  the  mertsagaa 
on  loeal  land  repreaented  the  Inveet* 
menta  of  wldowa  and  orphana  wbo 
were  dependent  on  their  Intereat  for  a 
ll-vellhood,  as  well  aa  for  the  where 
wltbal  to  meet  outside  expenaee.  Under 
the  present  coadltlima  tbey  were  set- 
ting little  or  none  of  their  Intereat. 
ao  tbat  It  atood  to  roaaoa  tbey  would 
be  unable  to  pay  tax^.  He  uraed  that 
It  would  be  a  very  olear  oaae  of  In- 
justice to  aell  the  property  oo  aitnated. 

There  also  waa  tbo  act  wbleb  pro- 
tooted  the  mtereata  of  the  aoldler  who 
had  volunteered  for  serrloe  and  all 
those  dependent  on  hlnL  This  statute 
was  very  broad  in  Its  terms,  all  who 
were  supported  by  those  in  arms  tMtns 
exempted  from  any  action  which  might 
be  contemplated  throacb  their  lnaA>Ulty 
to  meet  liabilities.  A  woman  rnlgbt  be 
receiving  only  |100  a  year  from  a  sol- 
dier aervinc  with  the  C.B.F.,  the  Brit- 
ish army,  the  French  or  any  of  the 
Allied  Forces,  but  her  property  would 
be  protected  under  the  terms  of  tbla 
act  There  was  no  doubt,  observed 
Mr.  Cross,  that  it  waa  Impossible  to 
do  too  much  to  safeguard  the  civil 
interests  of  those  who  went  to  the 
front,  mp  well  as  those  dependent  on 
them,  while  the  former  were  so  en- 
gaged. The  city's  dlfllculty,  however, 
in  carrying  through  a  tax  sale  would 
be  to  know  what  parcels  of  land  were 
ao  exempted. 

Jawlblo  «n*alta<ta>  ;■ 
He  gave  an  illustration.  Mary  Jane 
Smith,  he  said,  might  own  a  let  on 
which  the  taxes  were  In  arrears.  The 
property  waa  adrertleed  and  aold. 
She  had  a  distent  cousin  serving  In 
France  from  whom  she  waa  receiving 
Hnanolal  aaaistanoe.  Of  thle  the  civlo 
authoritiee  knew  nothing.  AfUr  the 
war  was  over,  the  l^urchasing  party 
in  the  meantime  having  received  title 
from  the  city,  and  perhaps  built  a 
house  on  the  lot,  Mary  Jane  Smith 
came  to  the  Council  and  demanded  her 
proi>erty  back,  claiming  the  protection 
of  the  legislation  referred  to.  The 
city  could  do  nothing,  and  so  she  took 
It  to  the  courts.  In  such  a  case,  Mr. 
Cross  claimed,  she  would  be  almoat  eer- 
tain  to  obtain  from  a  Jury  heavy  dam- 
agee  agalnat  the  corporation.  He  ven- 
tured the  prediction  that,  aa  there  waa 
acafcely  a  family  without  a  aoldler 
aerving  In  aome  capacity,  that  ther* 
would  be  many  such  eaaea.  He  there- 
fore thought  that  the  Council  would 
be  venturing  Into  'aorioua  danger  In 
undertaking  a  tax  sale  at  the  preaent 
juncture. 

Mr.  Pemberton  referred  pertlcularly 
to  the  dlAcultlee  In  connection  with 
Pandora  ATonue  aad  Douglaa  Streeta, 
sUtIng  that  there  waa  considerable 
property  on  tbeae  thoroughfares  which 
waa  worth  nothing  now  becauae  of  the 
heavy  taxes.  He  ceruinly  thoui^t  it 
would  be  unwlee  to  think  of  laoludlng 
theae  In  a  tax  aale. 

Chairman  Porter .  aaaured  Mr.  Pem- 
berton that  it  waa  not  the  Intention 
that  the  real  eatate  of  tbeaa  areaa 
ahould   be  Included  In   tbat  adrartlsod. 


Mr.  Pemberton.  continuing,  atated 
that  there  were  many  Inataneea  in 
which  the  Counci*'s  proposed  action 
would  result  In  grave  hardahlp.  tt  waa 
true  that  people  who  oould  should  be 
made  to  pay.  but  there  were  ao  many 
who  could  not. tbat  ho  thought  It  would 
be  III  advlaed  to  force  the  laaue. 

The  remarka  of  Mr.  Croaa  were  en- 
doraed  by  Mr.  Bogga.  He  emphaalsed 
the  dlfllcult  poeltton  a  tax  aale  would 
place  mortgageee  in  Inaamnoh  ae  the 
■wratortum  releaaed  the  BMrtgagor 
from  the  neeeaaity  of  paying  bia  taxaa. 
The  former  had  a  hard  enough  tlOM  to 
obtain  aaytblag  on  their  Inveatraenta. 
aad  the  propoaal  would  aerloualy  add 
t«  their  bnrdona.

completed.  The  contract  for  the  oon- 
etructlon of  the  ferries  calls  for  their 
completion  on  July  SI,  and,  it  la  ex- 
pected. It  will  take  from  five  to  alx 
weeka  to  bring  them  via  tba  Panama 
canal  to  this  port. 

A  number  of  bargee  now  being  built 
at  Port  Mann  for  the  tranagulf  aervice 
will  bo  flnlahed  In  about  four  weeks' 
Uma. 

Oood  progress  la  also  being  made  on 
the  work  of  fllllng  In  on  the  troetle 
across  the  Upper  Arm,  over  which  the 
line  will  run  from  the  Gorge  Road  ra- 
vine to  the  former  Indian  reaerve.

British  Naval  Circles  Not  In- 
clined to  Scout  Idea  of 
Undersea  Merchant  Fleet- 
German  Paper  Sceptical. 


LiONDON,  June  3.— Tho  feasibility  of 
a  Oerman  aubmarlne  merchant  fleet  la 
not  diaoounted  in  naval  drclei  here.  On 
the  contrary,  there  la  believed  to  be  no 
reaaon  why  It  ahould  not  bo  attempted. 
It  la  even  auggeatod  that  Prince  von 
Buolow,  If  ho  deairea  to  go  upon  a  mia- 
aHin  to  the  United  Statea,  aa  rumored  re- 
cantly,  may  croaa  the  AtUntic  In  a  aub- 
marlne, whloh  would  achieve  a  apec- 
tacular  effect.  Ha  would  alao  avoid  the 
riak  of  refuaal  of  a  aafo  conduct  by  the 
Brittah. 

Tharo  la  a  report  that  a  transatlantic 
aubfnarine  has  been  built  at  Stettin  and 
that  It  will  ahortly  proceed  on  a  aea 
voyage  from  Hamburg.  The  report  Is 
not  discredited  here.  The  estimated 
length  of  the  boat  la  450  feet,  and  the 
craft  ia  aald  to  be  able  to  remain  at  aea 
for  twenty  daya  without  touching  port. 

Naval  autboritiea  regard  thla  aa  poa- 
slble,  aa  a  Brltiah  aubmarlae  went 
forty-alx  daya  without  touching  port, 
moving  all  the  time.  The  queatlon  as 
to  what  atatoa  such  a  aubmarlne  mer- 
chant fleet  would  havo  to  apoculatlve, 
but  It  ta  thought  hero  that  there  Ie  no 
reaaon  why  auch  boata  could  not  be  re- 
gtatered  aa  merchantman  aad  enjoy  the 
aamo  prlvUegaa.v 

Aa  Intarcatlng  altuatlon  would  arlao 
If  the  boata  carried  paaaengera,  the  chief 
queatlon  being  whether  they  would  be 
warned,  and  whether  the  aafety  of  the 
paaaengera  would  be  guaranteed  in  caae 
the  U-boats  encountered  Allied  warahlpa. 

Speculation  about  the  matter  doea  not 
revolve  about  tho  proitablllty  of  a  aub- 
marlne tranaatlantic  aervlce,  but  about 
the  queatlon  why  Oermany  baa  not  at- 
tempted It  bofor*. 

The  Koelnloohe  Zeltung  debcrtbea  the 
report  of  Oeaman  submarine  mercantile 
veaaeta  aa  "fantastic  nonaenae^  which 
would  ahamo  a  Munchauaen." 

"We  learn  that  tha  Hamburg-Ameri- 
caa  line  would  only  llMtltuta  freight 
auhauirtaaa  if  la  the  future  they  ahould 
net  aooure  tho  freedom  of  the  aeaa." 
oaya  tha  aowapapor.  "They  would  then 
aooaro  freedom  under  the  aeaa.  bat  they 
would  have  to  build  aubmarinao  of  at 
leaat  SO,MO  tana.

Sir, — In  anawer  to  a  letter  appearing 
In  your  contemporary  a  few  daya  ago 
and  aigned  by  "Prohibitloniat"  entitled 
"Bad  Boy  Bowser."  though  also  a  Pro- 
hibitionist, I  do  not  take  the  aame  stand. 

I  underaUnd  the  Prohibition  Bill  to 
be  voted  upon  by  the  electors  on  the 
election  day  is  not  a  bill  drawn  up  by 
the  Qovemment,  but  by  the  Prohibition 
Party,  the  Government  only  going  ao 
far  that.  If  the  bill  were  passed,  they 
would  attend  to  ths  enforrement  of  the 
Act.  Being  greatly  interested  In  prohi- 
bition work.  1  naturally  waa  very  anx- 
ious to  see  what  bill  would  be  brought 
down  and  the  condltlona  thertMn,  and 
Section  41,  which  gives  any  policemaB 
abaolute  authority  to  enter  Into  any 
dwelling-house,  if  he  has  a  reasonable 
thought  that  liquor  Is  kept  there  for  il-' 
legal  sale,  and  he  can  place  tha  owner 
or  tenant  of  auch  dwelling  to  a  great 
deal  of  Inconvenience,  aa  he  la  allowed 
to  break  open  any  door,  lock  or  fastening 
of  auch  premlsca,  or  any  part  thereto, 
or  of  any  closet,  cupboard,  box  or  other 
receptacle  which  might  contain  liquor. 
Tbla  ha  can  do  if  he  haa  any  reaaonable 
thouglu  of  illegal  disposal  and  wlthont 
a  aearch  warrant,  and  this  can  happen 
at  any  minute  of  the  day  or  night  that 
the  police^an  chooaes.

Not  only  b^s  the  waatage  by  reason 
of  war  been  enormous,  but.  In  all  the 
belligerent  countries,  not  omitting  Qreat 
Britain,  there  haa  cither  l>een  a  partial 
atoppage  or  a  whole  stoppage  of  breed- 
ing by  reaaon  of  the  scarcity  of  labor, 
the  disturtied  conditions,  or  entire  de- 
vastation. 

Whether  the  war  lasts  or  ceases, 
there  must  continue  an  undiminished 
deinand  for  h^ses.  When  peace  comes, 
there  will  be  a  long  period  of  replenlah- 
ment.  Then  quality  aa  much  and  even 
more  than  quantity  will  be  required. 
Hence  the  evident  call  to  every  Cana- 
dian farmer  la  to  breed  and  to  breed  to 
the  beat  available,  to  utilise  his  mares 
for  production,  and  to  aecure  the  im- 
mediate servlcea  of  the  beat  purebred 
aire  of  type  in  hia  neighlwurhood.  It 
will  pay.

OTTAWA,  June  3. — The  huge  middle 
s^n  of  tke  Quebec  bridge  will  be  in 
place  this  Summer  or  In  the 'early  Fail, 
eompleting  the  shor«-to-shora  span  of 
the  world's  greatest  bridge. 

In  the  past  three  years  the  work  has 
basn  conducted  with  expedition  and  tha 
north  shore  span  is  now  completed  and 
in  position.
